Surveys  by  the  New  York 
Times  and  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  (C.E.E.B.) 
indicate  that  private  colleges 
around  the  nation  will  be 
increasing  their  1977-78  tuition 
by  an  average  of  6.3  percent. 

Room,  board  and  other  expen- 
ses were  found  to  be  increasing 
at  both  private  and  public  col- 
leges and  universities,  pushing 
overall  costs  to  new  highs, 
according  to  the  surveys. 

The  surveys  found  the  aver- 
age 1977-78  tuition  at  the 
hundreds  of  private  four-year 
colleges  to  be  $2,476. 

Undergraduate  tuition  at  Bos- 
ton College  will  be  $3,420  for  the 
academic  year  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember. Tuition  for  the  1976-77 
academic  year  was  $3,175. 

Student  fees,  most  of  which 
will  remain  at  the  same  levels  as 
this  year,  will  bring  total  tuition 
and  fees  for  1977-78  to  approxi- 
mately   $3,600,    the    amount

Hayden  resigns  post  as  development  head 


James  A.  Hayden  Jr.,  Director 
of  Development  for  more  than 
six  years,  has  left  the  University 
to  establish  a  firm  in  Boston  in 
the  field  of  executive  search. 
His  resignation  was  effective 
June  30. 

Hayden  joined  the  University 
staff  as  development  director  in 
1970  and  was  responsible  for 
programs  to  produce  gift  income 
from  alumni,  corporations,  foun- 
dations, parents,  friends  and 
estate  planning. 

During  Hayden's  tenure  as 
director,  private  support  of  the 
University  increased  dramati- 
cally. In  1976,  the  University  was 
awarded  the  U.S.  Steel  award  for 
sustained  performance  in 
growth  in  annual  giving  among 
all  major  private  universities. 

The  establishment  of  FIDES, 
the  distinguished  giving  society 
whose  members  agree  to  donate 
at  least  $1,000  to  annual  support 
of  the  University,  took  place 
during  Hayden's  directorship,  as 


did  the  planning  and  initiation  o 
the  New  Heights  Advancemer 
Campaign,  the  current  $21  mi 
lion  capital  campaign.

Business  executives  argue  profit  their  aim,  not  social  reform 


Business'  primary  obligation 
is  to  make  profits,  not  undertake 
social  reforms,  according  to  two 
prominent  corporate  executives 
who  spoke  at  the  annual  Finance 
Academy  seminar  in  April. 

Ralph  E.  Ablon,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  Ogden  Corp.,  and 
James  P.  O'Neill,  '42,  senior  vice- 
president  of  Xerox  Corp.,  also 
said  that  increasing  government 
intrusion  into  the  free  market- 
place was  severely  jeopardizing 
the  ability  of  business  to  obtain 
capital,  create  jobs  and  sustain 
this  country's  current  standard 
of  living. 

Speaking  at  the  day-long 
seminar  entitled  "Financing  the 
Corporate  Structure  of  the 
1980s,"  O'Neill  said  he  wouldn't 
argue  that  business  should  be 
completely  removed  from  the 
effort  to  correct  the  nation's 
social  ills,  but  that  a  government 
stance  that  placed  most  of  the 
cost  burden  for  social  reform 
upon  business  would  result  in  a 
private  sector  unable  to  expand 
or  generate  new  wealth  and  thus 
be  powerless  to  help  society 
achieve  its  goals. 

"On  the  one  hand,  we  busi- 
nessmen must  acknowledge  that 
the  nation's  social  goals  cannot 
all  be  met  by  the  free  play  of  the 
market,"  O'Neill  said.  "At  the 
same  time,  we  see  actions  taken 
in  the  name  of  progress  that  are 
self-defeating.  That  is  the  only 
way  I  can  describe  the  massive

expansion  of  government  control 
of  business  that  is  now  under- 
way. It  is  the  only  way  to 
describe  social  reforms  under- 
taken without  any  thought  about 
costs,  or  any  attempt  to  have 
those  who  share  the  benefits 
help  to  pay  for  them." 

Ablon,  in  the  seminar  lunch- 
eon address,  argued  that  busi- 
ness had  no  social  responsibili- 
ties, which  he  defined  as  those 
"public-good"  activities  that  "a 
corporation  undertakes  volun- 
tarily, without  legal  obligation, 
and  from  which  it  expects  to 
derive  little  or  no  economic 
benefit." 

While  there  appeared  to  be  a 
"discernible  drift"  from  govern- 
ment support  of  social  responsi- 
bilities to  increasing  pressure  to 
transfer  these  obligations  to  cor- 
porate budgets,  he  said,  the  end 
result  will  still  be  that  the  private 
citizen  will  bear  the  cost,  either 
through  taxes  or  higher  prices. 

Ablon  emphasized  that  the 
position  he  was  putting  forth 
was  not  as  an  individual  but  as  a 
chief  executiv  officer  of  a  cor- 
poration responsible  first  for  the 
assets  entrusted  to  him  by  share- 
holders. 

"Their  commission  to  me,"  he 
said,  "which  becomes  my  pri- 
mary objective,  is  to  maximize 
the  corporation's  short-  and 
long-term  profitability  in  order 
to  assure  the  corporation's 
survival."

Ablon  maintained  that  corpo- 
rations should  undertake  social- 
ly-beneficial programs  only 
when  the  corporation  would  also 
benefit  as  a  result.  He  cited  Ford 
Motor  Co.'s  initiation  of  job- 
training  programs  shortly  after 
the  Detroit  disturbances  of  the 
'60s,  the  telephone  company's 
expenditures  in  Watts,  and  the 
utilization  of  federal  job-training 
funds  by  an  Ogden  subsidiary  to 
provide  additional  skilled  work- 
ers as  examples  of  when  corpor- 
ate and  social  interests  merged. 

Ideally,  Ablon  said,  he  could 
envision  situations  where  the 
government  would  recognize  the 
need  for  corrective  action,  pro- 
vide the  capital  (especially  for 
such  national  priorities  as  hous- 
ing and  transportation),  and  des- 
ignate business,  for  reasons  of 
efficiency,  as  the  vehicle  to 
attain  the  specified  goals. 

In  addition  to  the  two  major 
addresses  by  O'Neill  and  Ablon, 
the  Finance  Academy  seminar 


featured  morning  and  afternoon 
panel  discussions. 

Morning  panel  members,  who 
discussed  "Corporate  Financing 
Strategies  —  Achievement  of 
Productivity  Growth,''  were 
Robert  Tyhurst,  executive  vice- 
president,  lease  underwriting 
group  of  Itel  Corp.;  John  C.  Sulli- 
van, '63,  investment  manager  of 
Prudential  Insurance  Co.  of 
America;  and  Lloyd  S.  Glidden, 
vice-president  and  treasurer, 
Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Co.

That  life  includes  growing  up  in  Irish-Catholic  Roxbury, 
misery  at  Boston  Latin,  good  times  at  Boston  College,  studying 
at  Harvard,  teaching  for  many,  many  years,  and  much  more.

They  came  wearing  suits, 
with  boutonnieres,  and  in  long 
dresses,  wearing  corsages  and 
carrying  clutch  bags.  Couples 
lined  up  on  the  back  staircase, 
and  waited  patiently  for  their 
names  to  be  announced  and  for 
their  entrance  down  the  main 
stairs  to  the  1977  Middlemarch 
Ball  at  O'Connell  Hall. 

Students  at  the  ball  consid- 
ered themselves  fortunate  to  be 
attending  one  of  the  more  popu- 
lar student  events  on  campus. 
They  probably  were  among  the 
many  students  who  formed  lines 
early  in  the  morning  that  the 
first-come,  first-served  tickets  to 
this  semi-formal  celebration  of 
spring  were  made  available. 

It  is  almost  an  anachronism  — 
this  collection  of  young  men  and 


women,  dressed  to  kill,  dancing 
to  When  the  Saints  Go  Marching 
/n  blared  out  by  a  five-piece 
band.  But  what  would  be  more 
appropriate  than  for  one  anach- 
ronism to  take  place  in  what 
could  be  considered  another 
chronological  misplacement. 

O'Connell  Hall  this  year  cele- 
brates its  36th  year  in  the  service 
of  Boston  College.  And  what 
service  it  has  given.  Since  1941, 
O'Connell  has  at  times  been  the 
College's  sole  facility  for  residen- 
tial students  and  Faculty,  the 
College  of  Business  Administra- 
tion, an  adjunct  to  the  Upper 
Campus  dormitories  and,  in  its 
latest  and  perhaps  most  appro- 
priate reincarnation,  a  "student 


The  former  Louis  K.  Liggett 
(of  drugstore  fame)  estate  was 
presented  to  Boston  College  in 
1941  by  then  Cardinal  William 
O'Connell,  '81.  The  estate  con- 
sisted of  a  25-room  Tudor  man- 
sion patterned  after  Gwydr  Hall 
in  Wales  and  constructed  in  1895 
for  an  estimated  $300,000,  and  9.5 
acres  of  beautifully  landscaped 
grounds  between  Beacon  and 
Hammond  streets  and  Ham- 
mondswood  Road. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  property 
during  the  '20s  was  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  $150,000  a  year.  Up  to  30 
servants  and  groundskeepers 
were  required  to  maintain  the 
estate,  which  had  many  distin- 
guished guests,  including  Calvin 
Coolidge  several  times  when  he 
was  President  of  the  United 
States. 

O'Connell  Hall  was  intended 
to  house  the  College  of  Business 
Administration,  which  had  been 
founded  in  1938  and  was  grow- 
ing in  enrollment.  Rooms  in  the 
mansion  were  converted  into 
classrooms  and  offices.  The 
quadrangle  made  up  of  stables, 
carriage  houses,  garage  and  gar- 
dener's lodge,  later  known  as  the 
"annex,"  was  made  over  into 
quarters  for  the  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation and  dressing  rooms  for 
the  teams.  The  Dramatics 
Society  took  over  the  second 
floor  of  the  annex  area. 

C.B.A.  occupied  O'Connell 
only  until  1943,  when  lowered 
enrollment  due  to  the  war  and  a 
pressing  need  for  O'Connell  as  a 
Faculty  residence  during  the 
program  training  army  techni- 
cians moved  the  business  classes 
into  Gasson  Hall.  For  the  next  30 
years  or  so,  O'Connell  served  a 
rather  undefined  purpose. 

After  the  first  Upper  Campus 
dormitories  were  constructed  in 
the  mid-'50s,  O'Connell  provided 
space  for  laundry  facilities  and  a 
recreation  area  that  offered  pool 
and  table  "tennis.  The  "night 
office"  where  resident  students 
were  required  to  report  before 
curfew  and  the  "fishbowl,"  the 
filled-over  swimming  pool  used 
as  a  study  area,  were  both 
O'Connell  landmarks. 

In  the  late  '60s,  O'Connell 
became  the  location  for  "Middle 
Earth,"  a  coffee  house-type  facil-

ity  that  offered  campus  and  local 
talent  of  moderate  level  at  low 
cost.  It  was  then  that  O'Connell 
began  to  be  used  for  organized 
student  activity  for  the  first  time. 
Since  1973,  O'Connell  has 
been  run  by  a  group  of  live-in 
students  under  the  direction  of 
the  Office  of  Student  Activities. 
As  additional  study  and  espe- 
cially recreation  facilities  have 
become  available  on  campus, 
O'Connell  is  being  used  for 
events  that  appeal  to  the  entire 
campus  community  as  well  as  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Upper 
Campus  dormitory  student. 


Typical  events  this  past  year 
included  Middlemarch  Ball;  a 
fall  Harvest  Festival;  Club 
O'Connell  Night,  when  the  hall 
was  decorated  as  a  nightclub; 
weekly  Film  Freaks  movies  and 
presentations;  appearances  of 
local  musicians,  rock,  jazz  and 
classical;  and  frequent  perform- 
ances by  campus  talent. 

This  April,  O'Connell  spon- 
sored a  showing  of  13  Rue  de 
MadeJine,  a  film  starring  Jimmy 
Cagney  that  was  filmed  in  the 
Liggett  mansion  in  1940. 

Much  of  the  music  in  O'Con- 
nell is  drawn  out  of  a  baby  grand 
piano  donated  by  the  Class  of 
'58.  It  could  probably  be  consid- 
ered the  main  instrument  of 
musical  pleasure  in  O'Connell, 
rather  than  the  more  formal 
presentations  by  groups  or  local 
stars. 

"We  like  to  pack  the  house  for 
groups,  but  that's  not  the  real 
purpose.  We  like  to  have  the 
people  come  and  mellow  out," 
said  Karen  Wilson,  '78,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  one  of  the  O'Connell 


residents  this  past  year.  "We 
don't  have  a  liquor  license,  and 
we  only  serve  it  at  special  occa- 
sions. So  most  people  are  coming 
here  just  for  the  music." 

Another  important  function 
of  O'Connell  is  to  provide  quiet, 
comfortable  space  for  study, 
reading  or  just  plain  thinking. 
Anyone  who  has  lived  in  the 
Upper  Campus  dormitories  can 
recall  that  silence  is  a  rare  com- 
modity, and  O'Connell  can  pro- 
vide that  product. 

The  main  hall  and  several 
large  rooms  off  it  contain  easy 
chairs,  sofas  and  tables  for  relax- 
ation. Much  of  the  furniture  was 
purchased  with  funds  donated 
by  the  Undergraduate  Govern- 
ment of  Boston  College,  and  the 
refurbishing  and  heavy  duty 
carpeting  was  the  result  of  a 
donation  from  the  Class  of  1949. 

The  students  who  reside  in 
O'Connell  are  selected  by  the 
previous  year's  residents  and  the 
Office  of  Student  Activities. 
They  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of 
their  interest  in  the  potential  of 


O'Connell  and  their  ideas  for 
programs  to  be  offered  there. 
They  also  must  have  interests 
and  talents  that  mesh  in  a  con- 
genial manner. 

"It's  not  just  a  business 
arrangement  between  us," 
according  to  Jane  Deming,  '77,  of 
West  Hartford,  Conn.,  who  lived 
in  O'Connell  last  year,  "it's  our 
home." 

Joining  Ms.  Deming  and  Ms. 
Wilson  on  the  O'Connell  staff 
last  year  were  Peter  Fay,  '79,  of 
Danvers,  Donna  Hooven,  '78,  of 
Vicentown,  N.J.,  and  Jim  McCue, 
*78,  of  Ossining,  N.Y. 

This  year's  O'Connell  staff 
will  be  Peter  Curka,  '79,  of  Edi- 
son, N.J.,  Mike  Norton,  '78,  of 
Phillipsburg,  N.J.,  Rich  Williams, 
'79,  of  Lynnfield,  Susan  Johnson, 
'79,  of  Westwood,  and  Mitchell 
McKee,  '78,  of  Massapequa,  N.Y. 

The  long-term  future  of 
O'Connell  Hall  is  not  as  secure  as 
its  past  is  distinguished.  The  ser- 
vice it  has  provided  the  Univer- 
sity has  not  been  without  cost. 
The  building  is  no  longer  the 
showplace  of  Chestnut  Hill. 

O'Connell  annex  has  been 
demolished  because  of  deteriora- 
tion. The  "fishbowl"  is  used  only 
for  storage  and  many  of  the 
upstairs  rooms  have  suffered 
water  damage  because  of  leaks 
in  the  82-year-old  roof. 

O'Connell's  very  elegance  is  a 
detriment  to  its  repair,  for  the 
workmanship  required  to  restore 
the  building  to  its  former  great- 
ness is  prohibitively  costly.  So 
repair  work  on  O'Connell  is 
piecemeal  and  perhaps  really 
only  temporary.  It  is  a  sad  fact 
that  progress  allows  few  survi- 
vors.

Spring  sports  wrapup 


Baseball  (17-10) 

It  came  down  to  the  last  out  in 
the  last  inning.  With  the  bases 
loaded,  two  out  in  the  ninth,  and 
B.C.  down  0-2  to  UConn,  the 
Eagles  came  up  short  and  a  spe- 
cial Cinderella-style  tourney 
performance  came  up  a  pump- 
kin. 

B.C.,  with  a  6-2  Greater  Bos- 
ton League  record  and  14-8 
record  overall,  was  the  fourth- 
seeded  of  four  teams  in  the  New 
England  regional  tournament 
leading  to  the  N.C.A.A.s.  They 
ended  up  throwing  a  major  scare 
into  champion  UConn. 

Joe  O'Brien,  '78,  of  Dorches- 
ter, who  normally  slings  foot- 
balls for  Coach  Yukica,  hurled 
some  fastballs  to  get  the  Eagles 
into  the  finals  against  the  Hus- 
kies. After  five  innings  of  win- 
ning relief  Friday  in  beating 
Maine,  8-7,  O'Brien  pitched  a  2-1 
complete  game  victory  over  Fair- 
field the  next  day. 

B.C.  then  walloped  UConn, 
6-1,  in  the  first  game  Sunday  to 
force  the  showdown  in  the  dou- 
ble-elimination tournament. 

The  1977  Eagles  were  a  strong 
hitting  team,  with  only  one  shut- 
out recorded  against  them  before 
the  tournament  and  scoring  six 
runs  or  more  in  10  of  their  22 
regular  season  games. 


Leading  the  hitters  were 
Kevin  MacDonald,  '78,  of 
Woburn  (.425)  and  Bob  Santilli, 
'77,  of  Lynnfield  (.419).  MacDon- 
ald also  led  the  team  in  runs  and 
hits  and  was  second  in  runs  bat- 
ted in  with  19. 

Greg  Stewart,  '78,  of  North 
Reading,  led  the  Eagles  with  26 
RBIs  while  hitting  a  strong  .333. 
Paul  Remillard,  '77,  of  Hialeah, 
Fla.,  only  played  12  games  but  hit 
at  a  .409  clip. 

Workhorses  on  the  pitching 
staff  were  George  Ravanis,  '78, 
of  Lexington  (8-2)  and  Ron 
Luongo,  '77,  of  Everett  (6-3). 
Each  pitched  more  than  67 
innings  and  recorded  ERAs 
under  3.00,  with  Ravenis  having 
a  sparkling  2.33  for  77  innings. 

Coach  Pellegrini  seemed  to 
have  a  nice  time  with  this  team 
and  the  team  certainly  did 
nothing  to  disappoint  him  or 
themselves.

Danny  Curtis,  '77,  of  Man- 
chester, Conn.,  was  the  other  co- 
captain  of  this  year's  team. 

Coach  Eddie  Carroll  said  the 
team  had  finished  second  in  the 
New  England  championships 
held  in  the  fall,  but  slipped  to  a 
top-half  finish  among  teams  par- 
ticipating in  the  spring  N.C.A.A. 
division  1,  district  1  tourney. 


Lacrosse  (7-4) 

Faced  with  a  mini-galaxy  of 
offensive  stars  and  a  short  sup- 
ply of  experienced  midfielders, 
the  1977  lacrosse  team  ended 
with  what  Coach  Gene  Uchacz 
considered  a  disappointing  7-4 
record,  but  also  with  unparal- 
leled post-season  honors  for 
some  players. 

Ward  Bitter,  '77,  of  Latting- 
town,  N.Y.,  an  outstanding 
attackman  for  four  years, 
became  the  first  Eagle  in  history 
to  be  named  honorable  mention 
All-America  in  lacrosse.  He  was 
also  the  first  B.C.  player  to  be 
selected  to  play  in  the  annual 
North-South  All-Star  Lacrosse 
Game. 

Bitter  was  one  of  three  Eagles 


named  to  play  in  the  New  En; 
land  all-star  game,  joining  Wall 
Cox,  '77,  and  John  Connolly,  '7 
both  of  Newton.  Connolly  alst 
joined  Bitter  on  the  first  team 
all-New  England,  while  Jin 
MacKimm,  '78,  of  Barrington,  111 
was  named  to  the  second  team. 

Cox  ended  up  his  career  oi 
the  Heights  with  150  caree 
points,  second  only  to  Jim  Sulli 
van,  '74,  with  180  total  points 
Bitter  is  third  in  the  all-time  lis 
with  148.  This  year,  Cox  set  a  sin 
gle  game  record  of  14  points 
tying  previous  game  highs  o 
eight  goals  and  six  assists  in  th( 
meantime.

Moving  memorial 

To  the  Editor: 

I  found  Prof.  Brennan's 
minute  memorial  (Winter  1976) 
to  the  late  Frank  Maguire 
(1912-76)  profoundly  moving. 

The  1933  Stylus  did  indeed 
abound  in  poets  of  promise  and  I 
remember  most  of  them  very 
well,  but  as  I  was  pre-med  I 
never  felt  that  I  was  truly  one  of 
them. 

Joseph  Brennan  was  a  most 
talented  young  man.  He  wrote 
beautiful  lyrics,  especially  criti- 
cisms and  book  reviews.  He  was 
a  first-class  musician,  and,  to  cap 
it  all,  was  extremely  handsome. 

Steve  Fleming  was  as 
described;  and  yet  behind  his 
concave  lenses  his  eyes  had  a 
haunted  look.  Ten  years  later,  in 
the  dreary  winter  of  1943  in 
England,  I  happily  acquired  two 
books  by  Thomas  Wolfe,  Look 
Homeward  Angel  and  Of  Time 
and  the  River.  Although  I  had 
not  known  Steve  Fleming  well,  I 
could  not  help  but  think  he  and 
Wolfe  were  similar,  huge,  awk- 
ward and  afflicted  with 
cacoethes  scribendi  (Ed.  note: 
"the  writer's  'malady'  or  'mad- 
ness' ").  I  did  not  know  he  had 
died  so  young.  This  was  a  sad 
loss,  for  he  had  a  fine  gift  and 
might  perhaps  have  been 
another  Steven  Benet. 


Herb  Kenney  was  a  small, 
dark  leprechaun  with  a  crooked, 
friendly  smile.  He  could  at  the 
drop  of  an  iambic  tetrameter, 
write  a  creditable  poem  on  any 
subject. 

But  in  many  ways,  Frank 
Maguire  was  the  most  memora- 
ble of  the  group.  He  was  hand- 
some. I  remember  his  white, 
even  teeth,  pink  cheeks  and 
strawberry  blond  hair.  Although 
both  of  us  were  taciturn  by 


nature,  we  spent  many  interest- 
ing moments  together  discussing 
Francis  Thompson,  Gerald  Man- 
ley  Hopkins  and  others.  I  still 
recall  a  quatrain  he  wrote  in 
1933.  At  that  time  I  thought  it 
was  unworthy  of  publication  .  .  . 
but  what  an  insight  it  was  into 
his  Celtic  soul! 

Every  night  great 
bat-like  things 

Against  my  window  press 

black  wings. 


/  told  my  mother  and  she  said: 
'For  goodness  sake,  go  to 
bed.' 

I  think  the  obituary  in  the 
New  York  Times  is  obscene.  We 
must  not  accept  it:  we  are  yet  too 
young  and  he  was  too  vital. 

Let  us  instead,  in  thinking  of 
him,  remember  the  beautiful 
words  of  Bunyan  .  .  .

New  alumni  president  seeks  to  develop 
'habit  of  helping' 


Brian  B.  Sullivan,  '42,  in  his 

first  public  statement  as  newly- 
elected  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  asked  several 
hundred  alumni  and  students 
and  their  families  at  the  Alumni- 
Senior  brunch  to  develop  a 
"habit  of  helping"  the  Uni- 
versity. 

"Stay  in  touch  with  B.C.,"  he 
told  the  gathering.  "Give  it  your 
loyalty,  give  it  your  time,  give  it 
your  support." 

In  an  earlier  interview,  Sulli- 
van said  the  theme  of  his  efforts 
for  the  coming  year  was  the  con- 
tinued growth  of  a  "habit  of 
helping"  among  alumni,  stu- 
dents, parents  and  friends  of  the 
University. 

Sustained  support  of  the  Uni- 
versity was  necessary,  Sullivan 
said,  because  of  the  threat  to  pri- 
vate higher  education  posed  by 
inflation. 

"Private  colleges  are  caught  in 
a  maelstrom  of  inflation,"  he 
said.  "The  threat  is  that  such 
education  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly more  difficult  for  middle- 
income  students  to  obtain." 

Sullivan  listed  three  particu- 
lar priorities  for  the  upcoming 
year.  He  said  he  wanted  the 
Alumni  Association  to  develop 
closer  ties  with  each  senior  class 
at  the  University,  aid  in  strength- 
ening the  growing  Telethon  pro- 
gram, and  assist  in  producing 
and  disseminating  an  audiovi- 
sual presentation  on  "what  life  is 
like  on  campus  today." 

A  Wellesley  resident,  Sullivan 
is  public  relations  director  for

the  New  England  Telephone  Co. 
He  served  last  year  as  Vice-Pres- 
ident and  President-elect  of  the 
Association  and  is  a  former 
national  chairman  of  the  Annual 
Fund.

Learning  from  change 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the 
Commencement  Address  by  Rev.  Ray- 
mond E.  Brown,  S.S. 


.  .  .  No  one  here  can  predict  what  is 
going  to  happen  in  your  field  of  learning 
in  the  next  quarter  century.  We've  grown 
accustomed  to  change  in  this  century, 
but  now,  more  clearly  than  before,  we 
recognize  the  unpredictability  of  change 

The  real  challenge  must  be  that  we 
face  change  not  only  in  our  own  field 
with  a  certain  security  that  is  not 
destructive,  but  face  it  in  other  fields  as 
well.  I  think  one  of  our  weaknesses  in  the 
past  was  so  often  that  educated  men  and 
women  were  trained  to  cope  with  diffi- 
culties in  their  own  field  and  yet  remain 
very  rigid  in  other  forms  of  knowledge. 

I  think  that,  in  the  field  of  religion, 
some  of  the  most  strident  voices  against 
any  change  in  church  or  community  have 
been  those  who  have  been  relatively 
well-educated  in  some  other  field,  can 
understand  change  in  their  own  field,  but 
who  simply  cannot  tolerate  the  fact  that 
there  would  be  a  change  in  the  church  in 
which  they  worship. 

And  so,  unless  we  have  a  broader 
sense  of  the  kinds  of  challenges  we  have 
to  face  and  are  able  to  cope  with  them,

we  shall  not  really  cope  with  change  in 
the  last  quarter  of  this  century  when 
there  will  be  change  in  every  field. 

But  I  would  say  honestly  that  a  reli- 
gious education  or  even  a  good  general 
education  does  not  accomplish  its  pur- 
pose if  it  teaches  us  merely  to  cope  with 
challenges  that  we  face.  A  generation 
that  will  spend  a  quarter  of  a  century 
coping,  surviving,  will  enter  the  third 
millenium  exhausted  and  battle-weary. 

We  have  to  do  something  more  than 
cope  with  challenges  that  we  are  going  to 
face,  or  changes  of  knowledge  and  of 
technology  and  of  insights.  We  have  to 
face  them  with  a  certain  joy,  a  realization 
that  we  can  discover  new  truth  in  what 
we  face,  a  realization  that  change  is  often 
a  mother's  womb  of  new  insights  and 
new  advances.  Without  that  kind  of 
sense  of  confidence  that  what  we  are 
going  to  learn  in  this  quarter  century 
because  people  ask  us  questions  we 
never  thought  about  before,  without  that 
kind  of  confidence,  we  may  face  the 
quarter  century  with  resignation  when 
we  should  really  face  it  with  hope. 

.  .  .  Someone  has  said,  I  don't  know 
how  true  it  is,  that  there's  an  old  Chinese 
curse:  'May  you  live  in  an  era  of  transi- 
tion.' I'm  afraid  that  many  of  us  who  bear 
the  name  Christian  will  regard  it  as  a 


curse  to  live  in  an  era  of  transition 
instead  of  recognizing  that  what  we  pro- 
claim to  the  world  is  perhaps  the  greatest 
era  of  transition  —  the  coming  of  God's 
Kingdom. 

The  basic  demand,  the  simplest 
demand  that  Jesus  made  of  those  who 
wanted  to  open  themselves  to  the  King- 
dom of  God  was  a  demand  to  change 
their  minds.  In  many  of  your  Bibles  you 
will  find  these  words:  'Repent,  the  King- 
dom of  God  is  at  hand,'  as  Jesus'  first 
message.  But  it  is  not  a  good  translation. 
The  Greek  that  underlies  the  text  is  liter- 
ally translated:  'Change  your  mind,  the 
Kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand.'  And  that  still 
remains  the  basic  demand  if  we  are  to 
find  truth,  God's  truth,  and  the  truth  of 
men  and  women.  We  must  have  that 
ability  to  change  our  mind;  not  simply  to 
cope  with  the  unthinkable,  but  to  learn 
from  it. 

If  your  education  has  enabled  you  to 
do  that,  not  only  to  cope  with  what  you 
face,  but  with  the  ability  to  change  your 
mind  because  of  what  new  truth  you 
discover,  than  you  can  go  into  any 
quarter  of  a  century  with  confidence. 
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Senior  Week  may  be  the  most  memorable 
time  of  any  college  experience  and  these  pho- 
tos show  a  sample  of  the  good  times  had  by 
the  Class  of  1977  and  their  parents.

The  great  gift

My  father  moved  across  the  country  at 
age  six  with  his  parents,  four  older  broth- 
ers and  a  little  sister.  While  his  father 
painted  cars  in  a  factory  in  California, 
the  children  picked  walnuts.  "Arkie  and 
Okie  types,"  Dad  remembers.  They 
returned  to  Massachusetts  a  year  later. 

My  father  remembers  elementary  and 
grammar  school  as  the  years  he  shined 
shoes,  a  skinny  little  boy  with  large  ears. 
I  have  my  father's  high  school  picture  in 
my  room  and  I  tell  him  how  handsome  he 
was.  He  says  my  mother  never  thought 
so;  she  wouldn't  go  out  with  him  more 
than  once  in  high  school.  However,  she 
did  accept  an  engagement  ring  while  he 
was  home  on  leave  from  the  Marine 
Corps.  On  her  lunch  hour,  they  went  into 
St.  Michael's  Cathedral  and  dedicated 
their  marriage  to  God.  She  returned  to 
the  office  with  the  diamond  on  her  fin- 
ger, and  he  went  back  for  his  last  six 
months  in  the  service. 

During  the  year-long  engagement  at 
home,  Dad  worked  in  a  factory,  tended 
bar,  stocked  the  shelves  at  an  A&P,  and 
made  sundaes  at  a  Polar  Whip.  He  jug- 
gled the  hours,  getting  little  sleep. 

In  the  four  years  after  marriage,  he 


was  on  the  Springfield  police  force.  He 
weighed  120  pounds.  The  blue  uniform, 
complete  with  gun,  hung  on  him  like 
heavy  snow  on  a  sapling.  When  he 
wasn't  on  footpatrol,  in  the  cruiser,  or 
washing,  gassing  and  driving  the  ambu- 
lance, he  went  to  classes  and  studied  for 
an  English  degree.  He'd  study  late  at 
night,  with  me  in  his  arms  when  he  gave 
me  my  feedings,  the  book  propped  up  on 
his  knee. 

Eight  years  after  he  left  the  force,  my 
mother  called  him  home  one  day  to  take 
me  to  the  emergency  room  at  the  hospi- 
tal. I  had  fallen  and  opened  my  knee. 
Gravel  and  ashes  were  ground  in.  The 
nurse  warned  him  that  it  would  be  an 
ugly  operation,  but  he  waved  her  aside 
and  sat  beside  me  holding  my  hand.  "For 
four  years,  I  drove  an  ambulance,  and 
I've  brought  people  in  here  with  their 
heads  hanging  off.-' 

"It's  very  different  when  it's  your  own 
child,"  the  nurse  said.  He  insisted  on 
staying  to  soothe  my  panic.  I  stretched 
out  on  the  table,  and  he  sat  on  a  stool 
beside  me.  Before  it  was  over,  he  fainted. 

With  his  degree,  Dad  went  to  work  as  a 
telephone  salesman  for  a  small  company 
selling  saws  and  blades.  When  he 
became  a  sales  representative,  he  trav- 
eled nearly  every  week  while  we  six  chil- 
dren were  growing  up.  On  weekends,  he 
would  take  us  all  out  to  dinner,  or  just  my 


mother.  Sundays  meant  trooping  to 
Mass,  and  then  going  out  in  the  car  or 
playing  in  the  house.  We  would  wait  for 
him  to  make  us  pancakes  for  supper,  or 
popcorn  for  the  night-time  snack. 

He's  vice-president  of  the  company 
now.  People  who  have  worked  with  him 
for  years  say  that  it  was  his  competence 
in  business  and  advertising  that  made  the 
company  prosperous.  I  call  him  a  couple 
of  times  a  week,  trying  to  catch  him 
before  or  after  business  lunches.  He  tells 
me  again  not  to  study  too  hard,  asks  me  if 
I  need  any  money,  and  talks  about  the 
party  he  is  planning  for  my  graduation. 

Whoever  it  is  that  will  hand  me  my 
degree  is  only  an  instrument.  I  am  receiv- 
ing my  degree,  like  so  much  else,  from 
my  father.

Msgr.  Charles  Finn,  '99 

74  years  a  priest,  82  years  an  Eagle  and  1 00  years  a  man 


Msgr.  Charles  A.  Finn,  '99,  the  Univer- 
sity's oldest  living  alumnus,  will  have 
celebrated  his  100th  birthday  Aug.  2. 
Earlier  this  year,  he  talked  with  Francis 
McManus,  S.J.,  a  long-time  friend  and 
former  Secretary  of  the  University,  and 
Edward  D.  Miller,  Director  of  Public 
Relations,  about  the  Boston  College  of 
the  late  19th  century  and  some  of  the 
people  and  events  that  marked  the  Col- 
lege's early  years. 


When  I  went  to  the  high  school  in  Ded- 
ham  —  Dedham  High  —  President  Eliot 
of  Harvard  had  arranged  to  have  every 
high  school  in  Massachusetts  take  the 
examinations  for  Harvard.  And  if  you 
took  the  examinations  for  Harvard,  you 
could  get  into  any  college  in  the  country. 
...  I  wanted  to  be  a  priest.  ...  In  the 
earliest  days  of  my  life,  when  I  was  a 
child,  my  mother  used  to  have  me  kneel 
and  say  my  prayers,  "Please  God,  make 
me  good  enough  to  be  a  priest."  And  I 
would  say  these  prayers  every  night, 


from  a  child.  .  .  .  So,  when  I  finished 
Dedham  High  School  and  passed  the 
examinations  for  Harvard,  I  said  I 
wanted  to  go  to  Boston  College  because  I 
wanted  to  become  a  priest.  I  thought  if 
you  went  to  Boston  College  you  would 
get  a  Catholic  education  and  I  would  just 
go  to  the  seminary  from  there.  That's 
why  I  thought  of  Boston  College.  It  was  a 
small  college  at  the  time  (1895).  .  .  . 


My  favorite  subject  was  history.  We 
had  the  philosophy  and  Fr.  Gasson  gave 
us  all  our  philosophy  in  Latin.  We  had  to 
pass  the  examinations  in  Latin.  We  had 
to  memorize  all  our  theses  for  the  final 
exams  in  Latin.  It  was  all  Latin  in  those 
days.  ...  In  our  classes,  we'd  have  Latin 
and  Greek  every  day,  then  mathematics 
and  English.  And  then  history.  The  same 
professor  [taught]  Latin,  Greek  and  Eng- 
lish. Physics  and  chemistry  were  just  for 
the  last  two  years.  We  had  a  true  liberal 
education.  I  hope  that's  going  to  come 
back  some  day.  .  .  . 

The  tuition  at  Boston  College  —  that 
was  $60.  And  if  you  had  a  letter  from 
your  pastor,  it  was  $30.  Fr.  Gasson  [when 
President,  1907-14]  said  he  would  never 
refuse  anybody  —  if  they  didn't  have 
money,  come  for  nothing  and  he'd  take 
them  in.  Fr.  Gasson  took  them  in  for 


nothing.  And  most  of  the  rest  of  them 
were  only  paying  $30.  They  said  to  me, 
"Get  a  letter  from  your  pastor."  I  said, 
"No,  I  can't  do  that.  My  father  can  afford 
to  pay  $60."  It  would  be  dishonest  to  say 
that  if  you  didn't  have  enough  the  pastor 
would  give  you  a  letter,  saying,  "This 
man  is  poor  people,  won't  you  give  him 
half  tuition."  So  I  paid  the  $60  and  the 
others  were  paying  $30.  ...  A  great  many 
were  not  paying  anything.  I  often  won- 
dered how  Boston  College  could  go  on 
with  the  little  it  had 


[1899]  was  a  small  Class,  but  they  were 
all  very  good  men  and  all  made  a  fine 
name  in  the  world.  John  Swift  became  a 
lawyer  and  judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
and  supreme  knight  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  for  many  years.  Eugene  Fee- 
ley  became  a  teacher  at  Boston  College 
and  spent  all  of  his  life  at  Boston  College. 
He  taught  in  the  special  classes  in  Latin. 
He  was  a  very  brilliant  boy.  Bill  Nugent 
became  a  business  manager  of  the  Bos- 
ton American.  He  become  a  great  busi- 
nessman. He  was  a  very  loyal  worker  for 
Boston  College  and  collected  a  great  deal 
of  money  for  Boston  College. 

Joe  Loughry  went  to  Connecticut  and 
became  the  assistant  editor  of  the  Colum- 
bia. He  made  a  very  fine  record  there.  Joe 
Powers  became  a  teacher  and  for  many 
years  was  headmaster  of  the  Boston 
Latin  School.  John  B.  Doyle  became  a 
very  big  lawyer  in  New  York  City  and 
made  a  big  reputation.  Joe  Cady  became 
a  teacher  in  the  Boston  high  schools.  He 
taught  English. 


John  Sheehan  became  a  priest  and  was 
curate  of  St.  Ann's.  He  died  rather  young. 
Charles  O'Brien  became  a  priest  and  was 
pastor  in  Weymouth.  Richard  Healey 
became  a  prominent  lawyer  in  Boston. 
Joe  Wilson  —  he  became  the  manager  of 
Maude  Adams.  John  Hayes  became  a 
lawyer. 

They  all  did  very  well.  They  all  made 
fine  careers  for  themselves  and  all 
brought  credit  to  Boston  College.  .  .  . 


We  were  the  first  Class  to  have  grad- 
uation outside  of  Boston  College.  We  had

it  in  the  Majestic  Theatre.  We  were  also 
the  first  Class  to  have  a  Class  Day.  They 
had  that  for  many  years,  but  they 
dropped  that  out  when  it  got  too  big.  .  .  . 


They  had  a  great  big  meeting  in  Boston 
in  1908  and  they  asked  everybody  to 
pledge  some  money.  .  .  .  They  filled  Bos- 
ton College  High  with  people  who  went 
in  to  contribute  to  Boston  College.  They 
got  everyone  to  pledge  so  much  money 
and  they  gave  it.  Fr.  Gasson  came  over  to 
the  seminary  and  we  all  contributed  to 
Boston  College.  .  .  .  [Fr.  Gasson]  went 
around  collecting  everywhere.  He'd  get 
anything.  He'd  lecture,  lecture.  He  was 
'  getting  $50,  $75  or  $100  —  that  was  a  lot 
of  money  in  those  days.  .  .  . 

[The  College]  had  just  one  building  in 
1913. . . .  The  professors  were  living  in  the 
South  End  and  had  to  ride  out  [to  Chest- 
nut Hill]  on  the  electric  cars  everyday 
and  ride  back.  They  had  no  cars.  It  was 
way  out  in  the  country  and  it  took  a  half 
to  three-quarters  of  an  hour  to  come  back 
and  forth  on  the  electric  cars.  It  was 
awful.  They  kept  it  up  for  a  while. 

They  had  a  big  contest  to  see  who 
would  put  the  buildings  up.  Maginnes 
and  Walsh  won  it.  They  put  up  that  first 
beautiful  building  (now  Gasson  Hall). 
They  had  no  rectory.  The  rectory  wasn't 
built  until  Fr.  Charles  Lyons  later  on  built 
St.  Mary's  Hall.  .  .  . 


Fr.  Gasson  dreamed  to  have  Boston 
College  a  great  university.  With  all  the 
students  coming  as  they  had  in  the  Mid- 
dles Ages  ...  to  the  University  of  Paris. 
He  wanted  Boston  College  to  be  a  great 
university  in  Boston  among  the  Catho- 


lics. That  was  the  dream  he  had  and  his 
dream  came  true  when  he  saw  his  first 
building  going  up.  He  was  very  proud  of 
this.  God  was  very  good  to  him  to  allow 
him  to  establish  it. 


While  working  on  his  doctorate  in 
theology  at  the  North  American  Col- 
lege in  Rome,  the  young  Fr.  Charles 
"Zip"  Finn  was  blessed  by  then-Pope 
Piux  X.  Pius  X  later  became  a  saint, 
and  as  now-Msgr.  Finn  explains, 
"anything  that's  touched  by  a  saint  is 
a  second-class  relic.  So,  I'm  a  second- 
class  relic.  I'm  a  second-class  relic." 

If  technically  a  second-class  relic, 
Msgr.  Finn  has  also  been  a  first-class 
man,  priest  and  alumnus  of  this  Uni- 
versity. His  relationship  with  Boston 
College  began  18  years  before  there 
was  a  Chestnut  Hill  Campus  and  con- 
tinued beyond  his  participation  as 
Honorary  Grand  Marshall  in  the  1974 
Commencement. 

A  signer  of  the  charter  incorporat- 
ing the  Alumni  Association  in  1948, 
Msgr.  Finn  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Association's  Board  of  Directors  and 
has  been  very  active  in  other  alumni 
activities  over  the  many  years. 

Charles  Finn  was  born  one  of  12 
children  in  a  family  that  produced  a 


doctor,  dentist,  lawyer,  accountant, 
one  of  the  earliest  graduates  of  Trinity 
College  and  another  priest,  younger 
brother  Aloysius,  Class  of  1911. 

He  was  ordained  in  Rome  in  1903, 
one  year  before  the  ordination  of  the 
young  Italian  who  later  became  Pope 
John  XXIII.  Upon  his  return  to  this 
country,  he  served  in  parishes  in 
Wellesley,  Salem  and  Cambridge 
before  joining  the  faculty  at  St.  John's 
Seminary  in  Brighton.  He  became 
Rector  at  St.  John's  in  1926  and  held 
that  post  until  1933,  when  he  was 
named  pastor  of  St.  Edward's  in 
Brockton. 

In  1938,  Msgr.  Finn  became  pastor 
of  St.  Joseph's  in  Medford  and  then 
was  named  pastor  of  Holy  Name  in 
West  Roxbury  in  1945.  He  retired  in 
1968  after  23  years  as  pastor  at  Holy 
Name.  He  is  a  resident  of  Regina  Cleri, 
Boston. 

In  early  June  this  year,  Msgr.  Finn 
celebrated  the  74th  anniversary  of  his 
ordination  to  the  priesthood.

Continuing  a  venerable  tradition 

The  expanded  studio  arts  program  finds 

a  home  on  the  Newton  Campus  and  a  place 

in  the  liberal  arts  curriculum 


Compared  to  God's  handiwork,  art  is 
impossible.

One  day  in  the  spring  of  1965,  Agne 
M.  Barry,  R.S.C.J.,  came  to  the  Newtor 
College  campus  to  participate  in  a  tradi 
tional  tree-planting  ceremony.  On  a 
grassy  slope  to  the  east  of  Stuart  House 
(now  the  site  of  the  Boston  College  Law 
School),  Sr.  Barry  lifted  the  first  shovel 
ful  of  earth  to  make  room  for  the  senioi 
class  tree. 

Four  years  later,  the  same  tree  was 
transplanted  to  clear  a  space  for  a  larger 
growing  thing  —  the  Barry  Science  Pavil 
ion  —  an  arm  of  Stuart  House  as  long  as  a 
football  field  flung  out  into  that  grassy 
meadow.

Sr.  Barry  is  a  Religious  of  the  Sacred 
Heart  with  an  intense  interest  in  educa- 
tion and  educational  institutions,  and  a 
special  and  deep  commitment  to  the 
ideals  of  Catholic  education.  In  her  long 
and  varied  career,  she  has  been  headmis- 
tress of  several  Sacred  Heart  schools, 
and  mistress  of  novices  for  the  Society  of 
the  Sacred  Heart  in  the  United  States, 
before  her  appointment  as  first  superior 
of  the  Society's  Washington  Province, 
which  included  Newton,  in  1950. 

Sr.  Barry  is  a  woman  with  an  educa- 
tional vision,  but  on  that  bright  and 
sharply-shadowed  fall  day  in  1969  when 
the  Pavilion  was  dedicated,  no  one  could 
have  foreseen  that  in  seven  years  it 
would  open  its  doors  to  Boston  College's 
fine  arts  department. 

It  is  somehow  fitting,  however,  that 
the  symbolic  union  of  the  two  separate 
strands  that  make  up  the  department  — 
studio  art  and  art  history  —  should  have 
taken  place  in  a  building  dedicated  to  a 
woman  who  saw  educators  as  the 
purveyors  not  only  of  truth,  but  also  of 
beauty. 


When  Marianne  Martin  arrived  to 
chair  the  fine  arts  department  here  in 
August,  from  Vienna  by  way  of  Bryn 
Mawr  (for  a  Ph.D.  in  art  history)  and 
New  York  University  (for  10  years  of 
teaching),  she  inherited  both  a  superb  art 
history  program  that  had  been  estab- 
lished in  the  early  '60s  and  honed  under 
the  expert  tutelage  of  Josephine  von 
Henneberg,  and  an  excellent  studio  art 
program  that  had  developed  a  modest 
reputation  at  Newton  College  over  a 
20-year  period.  B.C.  had  retained  the  core 
faculty  from  Newton's  art  department 
along  with  the  elegant  but  small  Putnam 
Art  Center.  Then  there  was  the  art  his- 
tory department  that  had  been  housed  on 
two  floors  of  Lyons  with  a  perennial 
complaint  of  "never  enough  space." 
Finally,  there  was  the  elusive  and  uncate-

gorizable  "artist  in  residence,"  Allison 
Macomber,  who  had  been  at  B.C. 
"forever,"  and  who  had  tried,  quite  suc- 
cessfully and  often  singlehandedly,  to 
create  what  Prof.  Martin  refers  to  as  "an 
atmosphere  of  art"  at  Boston  College. 

As  Prof.  Martin  pointed  out,  "artists 
can't  exist  without  historians"  (who  offer 
critical  interpretations  and  judgments 
and  perpetuate  knowledge  for  future 
generations)  and  "art  historians  would 
have  nothing  to  do  without  artists."  Prof. 
Martin  said  she  hoped  the  two  divisions 
of  the  department  could  be  coordinated 
so  as  to  provide  each  studio  area  of  study 
with  an  academic  counterpart,  "an  his- 
torical, critical  and  philosophical  con- 
text." This  includes  breaking  some  new 
ground  in  both  departments  —  new  stu- 
dio studies  in  photography  and  film- 
making are  being  buttressed  by  courses 
in  film  critique  and  film  history. 

Assistant  Professor  John  Steczynski 
characterized  the  undauntable  Prof. 
Martin  as  "very  committed  to  the  pro- 
gram. .  .  .  She  has  had  to  bring  together  a 
lot  of  isolated  fragments  and  has  put  a  lot 
of  energy  into  it."

The  building  itself  is  a  three-story 

structure  of  waterstruck  brick,  limestone 


and  glass  that  terminates  in  an  octagon 
70  feet  wide  —  an  amphitheatre  with  a 
projection  room  and  ascending  rows  of 
seats  for  330.  The  lobby  and  conference 
room,  which  now  also  houses  a  student 
slide  viewing  area,  are  oak-paneled,  and 
the  entire  facility  is  air-conditioned. 

When  the  building  was  designed  by 
architects  Maginnis,  Walsh  and  Ken- 
nedy, someone's  educational  vision  must 
have  been  at  work;  the  laboratories  were 
placed  end  to  end  with  all  fixed  elements 
restricted  to  the  sidewall,  therefore,  to 
quote  from  the  dedication  brochure, 
"allowing  for  grouping  and  regrouping  of 
the  laboratories  by  department  or  func- 
tion—  as  the  future  may  require." 

Barry  was  thus  ideally  suited  as  a  cen- 
ter for  artists;  labs  were  converted  to 
bright  and  spacious  studios  (already 
equipped  with  running  water  and  imper- 
vious work  surfaces)  for  painting,  sculp- 
ting and  ceramics;  this  last  is  "elegant  but 
messy,"  according  to  Prof.  Martin,  and 
equipped  with  a  new  $10,000  kiln  —  the 
pride  of  the  department.  Photography 
studios  and  darkroom  facilities  are  also 
being  completed.  Printmaking  quarters 
include  a  press  for  running  plates  for 
etchings  and  aquatints,  and  there  are 
film  projection  and  editing  rooms  and 
drafting  and  design  workshops. 

On  the  art  history  side,  four  lecture 
rooms  are  equipped  with  ascending 
seats,  light  dimmers  and  the  latest  pro- 
jection equipment.

Finally,  three  rooms  have  been  con- 
verted into  a  clean,  spare,  contemporary 
gallery,  with  exposed  pipes  and  a  striking 
black  and  white  paint  job.  Thus  far,  the 
gallery  has  housed  three  major  exhibits 
—  a  Faculty  show  that  debuted  in 
February,  a  student  show  that  began  in 
March  and  a  senior  show  that  ran  from 
April  27  to  May  22,  concluding  with  a 
reception  for  senior  majors  and  their 
parents  on  Commencement  weekend. 

Prof.  Martin  said  she  hopes  to  see  the 
gallery  in  use  most  of  the  time,  and  to 
draw  on  the  wider  B.C.  and  Newton 
communities  —  both  as  sources  of  possi- 
ble temporary  collections  and  as  mem- 
bers of  the  gallery  audience.  She  would 
like  to  give  space  to  one  or  more  shows  of 
alumni/ae  art  collections,  and  also  envi- 
sions some  shows  of  portions  of  the  Uni- 
versity's collections,  which  are  currently 
being  reexamined  and  catalogued. 

Prof.  Steczynski,  a  professor  of  draw- 
ing and  painting  who  joined  the  Newton 
faculty  in  1967  after  obtaining  his  M.F.A. 
from  Yale,  and  who  became  a  member  of 
B.C.'s  art  Faculty  in  1975,  said  that  while 
the  new  facility  is  "a  bit  more  formal" 
than  Putnam  Art  Center,  it  is  also  "larger, 
better  lit  and  better  equipped."  He  also 
pointed  out  that  "the  students  seem  to 
like  the  facility  —  to  feel  free." 


He  is  echoed  by  Ann  Reinhardt,  '79,  of 
Chatham  Township,  N.J.,  a  studio  major 
who  "went  to  B.C.  with  Newton  inten- 
tions. . . .  Putnam  was  so  much  of  a  home, 
but  [Barry]  is  as  good  as  Putnam,  if  not 
better." 

Ms.  Reinhardt  said  the  fine  arts 
department  at  the  University  had  man- 
aged to  retain  a  tradition  of  closeness  and 
friendliness  among  students  and  Faculty 
that  was  characteristic  of  the  Newton 
College  spirit,  but  a  rarity  at  a  large  uni- 
versity. She  knows  that  some  of  her 
friends  who  aren't  art  majors  are  sure 
that  such  a  student-teacher  relationship 
must  result  in  good  grades,  but  "the  pro- 
fessors are  very  different,"  she  said.  "We 
have  lunch  with  them,  we  socialize  with 
them  —  and  yet  it  works.  It  doesn't  make 
any  difference  in  the  grades.  I  think  they 
grade  us  harder  because  they  know  what 
we  can  do." 

This  pocket  of  small-school  spirit  has 
combined  with  the  40  green  and  wooded 
acres  of  the  Newton  Campus  to  provide 
what  Prof.  Martin  called  a  "lovely, 
human  setting.  .  .  .  We  have  been  able  to 
carry  on  the  very  fine  tradition  that 
Newton  had  created.  .  .  .  The  good  thing 
about  having  fine  arts  here  is  that  it  gives 
the  [undergraduate  portion  of  the]  New- 
ton Campus  an  identity." 

John  Baker,  a  member  of  the  art  his- 
tory Faculty  for  the  past  six  years,  agreed 
with  Prof.  Martin  and  noted  that  the 
department,  "under  both  von  Henneberg 
and  Martin,  has  made  a  real  and  sincere 
effort  to  incorporate  Newton  faculty  and 
tradition." 

And  John  Boardman,  another  former 
Newton  College  faculty  member  who  has 
joined  the  B.C.  staff,  and  whose  area  of 
specialization  is  ceramics,  summed  it  up 
this  way:  "There's  a  nice  feeling  of  every- 
one working  together.  .  .  .  I'm  really 
excited  about  it."

There  are  19  members  of  the  fine  arts 
Faculty,  10  of  whom  hold  full-time  posi- 
tions at  the  University.  A  brief  look  at  the 
background  of  several  Faculty  gives  an 
indication  of  the  unique  viewpoints  on 
the  study  of  art  available  to  students. 

Pamela  Berger,  with  an  M.A.  from 
Cornell  and  a  Ph.D.  from  New  York  Uni- 
versity, is  the  department's  ancient, 
classical  and  medieeval  scholar.  Her  cur 
rent  research  involves  retrieving  the 
iconography  in  a  Late  Antique  illustrated 
manuscript  —  the  original  of  which  no 
longer  exists. 

Josephine  von  Henneberg  has  her 
D.Litt.  from  the  University  of  Rome,  and 
previously  served  for  a  number  of  years 
as  Chairperson  of  the  art  history  depart- 
ment. She  is  especially  interested  in 
Renaissance  and  Baroque  art,  and  is 
presently  developing  a  new  interpreta- 
tion of  a  building  designed  by  Michelan- 
gelo. 

Marianne  Martin  has  a  "special  affec- 
tion" for  Italian  modern  art.  She  is  the 
author  of  Futurist  Art  and  Theory,  which 
deals  with  the  20th  century  Italian  artis- 
tic movement  of  that  name,  and  is  cur- 
rently working  on  a  book  that  will  deal 
with  aesthetic  ideas  in  Rome,  Florence 
and  Venice  around  the  year  1800,  and 


with  the  international  artistic  milieu  that 
helped  to  form  the  attitudes  of  Romanti- 
cism. Prof.  Martin  has  also  received  the 
honor  of  being  asked  to  deliver  the  Ship- 
pee  Lecture,  an  endowed  annual  art  his- 
tory lecture  at  Wheaton  College,  on 
Nov.  1. 

John  Michalczyk,  S.J.,  has  lectured  on 
film  at  the  University  before,  but  begin- 
ning this  fall  he  will  do  so  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  fine  arts  department  for  the 
first  time.  Fr.  Michalczyk  is  presently  in 
France,  doing  research  for  a  book  on 
French  New  Wave  film-makers. 

John  Steczynski,  John  Boardman  and 
Marianna  Pineda  comprise  the  former 
Newton  College  faculty  members  on  the 
fine  arts  staff.  The  first  two  have  already 
been  introduced;  Prof.  Pineda  is  a  well- 
known  sculptor  who  has  held  one- 
woman  shows  of  her  work  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Minneapolis  and  Boston,  and  par- 
ticipated in  group  exhibits  in  New  York, 
Paris,  Chicago,  Dallas  and  Honolulu.  She 
has  studied  at  Bennington  and  Berkeley 
as  well  as  with  sculptors  in  Paris,  Flor- 
ence and  Rome.  She  has  been  a  scholar  of 
the  Radcliffe  Institute  for  Independent 
Study,  and  received  the  grand  prize  in 
the  1960  Boston  Art  Festival. 

Michael  Mulhern  pointed  out  that  his 


undergraduate  degree  is,  in  the  best  lib- 
eral arts  tradition,  in  philosophy.  He 
holds  the  M.F.A.  from  Columbia,  and  has 
been  involved  with  the  important  Print- 
makers'  Workshop  in  New  York. 

Painter  Andy  Tavarelli,  who  will  join 
the  Faculty  in  September,  is  a  young  art- 
ist who  is  beginning  to  be  recognized  on 
the  New  York  scene.  He  has  held  one- 
man  shows  at  Brandeis,  Tufts  and  M.I.T.; 
his  work  is  represented  at  the  Fischback 
Gallery  in  New  York;  and  he  was  invited 
to  participate  in  a  group  show  at  the 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  this  summer. 

Film-maker  Skip  Schiel  has  been  at 
the  University  since  1969;  like  Fr.  Michal- 
czyk, his  work  will  now  fall  under  the 
fine  arts  umbrella.  His  films  have  been 
shown  at  the  Ann  Arbor  Film  Festival 
and  at  Canyon  Cinema  in  San  Francisco, 
and  he  was  featured  at  Boston's  Institute 
of  Contemporary  Art  in  June. 

Jeremiah  Eck  will  join  the  depart- 
ment's staff  this  fall.  He  is  a  registered 
architect  who  has  practiced  in  Boston 
and  New  York  and  holds  a  degree  from 
the  Columbia  School  of  Architecture.  He 
has  also  served  on  the  staff  of  the  Boston 
Architectural  Center. 

Kenneth  Craig,  who  will  also  join  the 
Faculty  in  September,  is  a  Ph.D.  candi- 


date at  Bryn  Mawr.  He  is  a  specialist  in 
the  Northern  Renaissance,  and  is  also 
interested  in  African  art. 

Allison  Macomber  is  perhaps  the  B.C. 
art  instructor  best  known  among  mem- 
bers of  the  University  community.  Here 
for  more  than  15  years,  Macomber  is  an 
exciting  teacher  and  distinguished  artist. 
He  received  his  formal  training  at  Massa- 
chusetts College  of  Art,  and  worked  as 
studio  assistant  to  several  master  sculp- 
tors. His  portraits  hang  at  Notre  Dame, 
Boston  University  and  the  Baseball  Hall 
of  Fame,  and  bronze  works  can  be  seen 
at  such  universities  as  Dartmouth,  U.R.I, 
and  U.C.L.A.  Several  of  his  works  are 
among  the  University's  collection.

One  of  the  great  advantages  to  a  small 
fine  arts  department  in  a  liberal  arts  uni- 
versity is  its  potential  for  flexibility.  This 
flexibility  can  be  manifested  in  a  number 
of  different  ways. 

The  first  is  in  the  course  offerings 
themselves.  Prof.  Mulhern  pointed  out, 
"A  studio  is  a  place  that  is  always  chang- 
ing —  never  finished Every  year  there 

are  new  students,  and  you  teach  differ- 
ently every  time.  .  .  .  Some  people  are 
tactile  and  some  are  visual  and  this 
changes  the  whole  tenor  of  the  program." 

Another  area  of  flexibility  is  the  great 
number  of  ways  students  have  of  com- 
pleting their  programs.  Robert  Gold- 
smith, '77,  of  Sherborn,  was  an  art  his- 
tory major  and  one  of  12  students  in  the 
University  selected  as  Scholar  of  the 
College  for  the  1976-77  school  year  on  the 
basis  of  their  proposals  for  independent 
research.  With  this  designation,  he  was 
able  to  spend  the  year  studying  color 
theory  from  1850-1915  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Prof.  Martin,  and  preparing  a 
thesis  on  that  topic.  Goldsmith  would 
have  been  eligible  to  graduate  in  Decem- 
ber, but  stayed  on  an  extra  semester  to 
complete  the  program.  He  was  also  able 
to  use  the  year  to  immerse  himself  in  the 
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study  of  foreign  languages  —  so  useful  in 
art  research.  In  September,  he  will  begin 
work  on  a  Ph.D.  in  modern  art  at  Bryn 
Mawr. 

Suzy  Donohue,  '77,  elected  a  double 
major  in  art  history  and  studio  art,  and 
spent  the  1976  fall  semester  attending  the 
John  Cass  School  of  Art  in  London.  Ms. 
Donohue  is  interested  in  photography 
and  silk-screening  (her  senior  project 
involved  both)  and  plans  a  career  in 
retailing  display  or  advertising. 

Xom  Cooney,  '77,  of  Roslindale, 
started  out  as  an  economics  major  and 
cross-registered  an  architectural  class  at 
Newton  in  his  sophomore  year  with  an 
eye  to  pursuing  studies  in  city  and  urban 
planning.  He  enjoyed  the  experience  so 
much  that  he  spent  the  next  two  years 
taking  art  courses  almost  exclusively, 
and  received  his  degree  in  May  with  a 
double  major  in  economics  and  studio 
art.  Cooney  is  going  to  try  the  life  of  a 
professional  painter  for  a  while  —  he 
figures  that,  if  necessary,  he  can  always 


fall  back  on  urban  design  sometime  in 
the  future. 

Flexibility  is  also  apparent  in  examin- 
ing the  media  in  which  students  work. 
Senior  projects  this  year  included  work 
in  silk-screening,  painting,  sculpture, 
graphics,  clay,  printmaking,  drawing, 
weaving  and  environmental  design. 

Finally,  flexibility  is  possible  in  the 
way  overall  programs  are  developed. 
Prof.  Martin  pointed  to  the  establishment 
this  year  of  a  course  she  is  "rather  proud 
of"  —  a  new  introductory  course  taught 
jointly  by  the  art  historians  and  studio 
staff  and  that  is,  in  essence,  "art  history 
with  a  laboratory."  This  course  is  one  of 
the  University's  core  courses. 

In  addition,  the  fine  arts  department  is 
working  with  other  schools  and  depart- 
ments within  the  University  to  develop 
new  ways  of  looking  at  things.  Prof. 
Martin  said  she  hoped  to  be  able  to  inter- 
est the  School  of  Education  in  working 
out  an  improved  art  teaching  program, 
including  training  in  art  therapy. 


The  program  stays  within  the  liberal  arts 
on  which  B.C.  is  based.  They  can't  go 
overly  heavy  and  become  a  professional 
school  —  nor  do  they  want  to.

What  is  the  value  of  a  studio  art  major 
at  an  institution  like  Boston  College?  Is 
there  a  place  for  the  education  of  art  stu- 
dents in  the  liberal  arts  university? 

"The  studio  major  in  the  liberal  arts 
college  has  a  very  venerable  tradition, 
going  back  40  to  50  years,"  Prof.  Martin 
said.  "There  are,  for  example,  excellent 
studio  art  programs  in  a  liberal  arts  set- 
ting at  Iowa,  Ohio  and  Michigan.  .  .  .  We 
have  the  potential  for  helping  students 
see  the  arts  from  more  than  one  side.  .  .  . 
Yet  we  are  preparing  the  students  to 
proceed  on  a  very  professional  level.  We 
can  say  to  them:  'You  are  disciplined 
craftsmen  —  you  have  the  tools  to  go  on.' 
.  .  .  Some  of  the  students  will  be  artists 
and  some  will  not,  but  we  are  training 
creative  people  who  will  be  broader  and 
who  will  have  the  kind  of  openness  that  a 
trade  school  does  not  provide." 

And  Prof.  Mulhern  stated,  "A  B.A.  in 
studio  is  an  open  field  while  a  B.F.A.  in  a 
professional  school  is  fairly  defined.  In  a 
professional  school  it  is  possible  to 
become  ingrown,  to  lose  perspective." 

Prof.  Martin  also  pointed  out  that  the 
fine  arts  as  a  major  field,  whether  in  stu- 
dio or  history,  is  academically  rigorous. 
All  studio  majors  must  study  a  certain 
amount  of  history  (and  vice  versa)  and 
prospective  majors  in  studio  must 
develop  a  portfolio,  and  can  only  be 
admitted  into  the  major  at  the  end  of 
their  sophomore  years  by  passing  a 
review  board  made  up  of  both  history 
and  studio  Faculty. 

"It's  a  pretty  strict  program,"  she  said. 
"It's  not  an  easy  way  of  sitting  out  every 
year." 

Additional  portfolio  review  takes 
place  during  the  following  two  years,  and 
all  studio  majors  must  complete  a  senior 
project.

In  addition,  the  department  involves 
itself  in  the  ongoing  educational  life  of 
the  University.  Monthly  colloquia  are 
offered  to  Faculty,  students  and  the 
interested  and  informed  public  by  mem- 
bers of  the  fine  arts  department  staff. 
And  students  are  directly  involved  in 
researching,  collecting,  designing  and 
publicizing  to  the  University  community 
and  to  the  public  at  large  the  exhibits  in 
the  department's  gallery,  and  thus,  inci- 
dentally, gaining  experience  in  an  area 
where  they  might  possibly  find  profes- 
sional employment  with  a  minimum  of 
graduate  education.

The  University  has  committed  itself  to 
the  fine  arts  department  both  financially 
and  philosophically.  The  outcome  of  this 
commitment  remains  to  be  seen.  All 
signs  are  positive  at  this  point.  In  the  two 
short  years  since  the  studio  program  was 
absorbed,  the  department  has  attracted  a 
total  of  52  studio  art  majors  and  38  art 
history  majors.  A  total  of  33  course  offer- 


ings in  studio  and  36  in  history  are  availa- 
ble to  them,  and  both  student  rosters  and 
course  offerings  are  growing. 

Prof.  Steczynski  said  all  basic  courses 
in  the  department  were  filled  to  capacity 
and  he  noted  that  B.C.  was  already  begin- 
ning to  attract  students  interested  in  the 
fine  arts  program. 

In  addition,  the  department  has 
unearthed  hidden  talents  —  like  Tom 
Cooney's. 

"It's  surprising  how  many  people  have 
a  serious  interest  [in  art]  that  they  don't 
verbalize,"  said  Prof.  Martin. 

All  agreed  that  the  department  had  a 
tremendous  potential  for  excellence. 

"It  has  the  potential,  but  it  needs  to  be 
pushed,"  concluded  Ms.  Donohue.  "It 
will  probably  take  at  least  two  or  three 
years  to  build.  If  [B.C.  maintains  its 
commitment]  it  could  be  an  excellent 
department." 

Teresa  Carbone,  '77,  of  Bayville,  N.Y., 
an  art  history  major,  agreed.  "There's  a 
tremendous  amount  of  potential  and  it 
will  probably  take  a  few  years  for  it  to 
become  cohesive." 

Prof.  Boardman  concluded:  "It's  really 
going  to  become  an  exciting  place  here." 

It  is  one  of  the  small  ironies  that  make 
life  so  interesting  that  art  Faculty  mem- 
ber John   Steczynski  was   crowned 


"homecoming  king"  at  the  same  fall 
weekend  at  Newton  College  that  saw 
that  first  dedication  of  the  Barry 
Pavilion,  on  the  other  side  of  the  campus 
and  a  world  away.  But  Sr.  Barry  always 
had  a  deep  commitment  to  the  arts  (her 
brother,  Philip  Barry,  was  one  of  the 
great  American  playwrights)  so  maybe  it 
has  all  come  round  right  at  the  end  after 
all.
